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SDU ends sit-in^

Two days of student oction in the Administration 
Building effectively ended last night after the Students 
for a Democratic University executive committee decided 
to:end4|he.tsit-in and "continue its campaign against the 
Adminlstraïïôn by other means". 

The students had moved Into the bulldlnB^Tuesday after- 
noon, determined to stay until the Administration dropped 
charges against Peter Allnutt. John Feketc and Pierre Four- 
nler, and met other demands as well. 

Then, laic last night, Senate Invited the Students' Council 
to send, two voting delegates to the Senate Committee on Stu- 
dent Discipline sessions, and announced that with the consent 
of the accused, the cominlUcc would be asked to'.hearthc case 
In public. Meanwhile, Council voted not to send these repre- 
sentatives and to move for restructuring of the Code of Stu- 
dent Disciplinary Procedures. 

The SDU decision to end the sit-in was made In view of 
these Administration concessions and Students' Council moves. 
When SDU left the Administration Building, however, a small 
group of students decided to maintain the sit-in. John Smith, 
their spokesman, said the group had tnken this stand because 
of the Administration's "rigid position". 

During the day, speakers in front of the building's main 
entrance spoke in favor of the sit-in, amid sporadic counter-de- 
monstrations. Éi?54?âti'>! ■•

Sir George plans 
UGEQ referendum 

The students of Sir George, Williams University yesterday 
decided to hold a referendum November 29. and . 30 to decide 
the question, "Should SGWU withdraw from UGEQ - yes or 
no?" 

The motion calling for 'the 
''referendum was passed at an 
'open meeting v,oj.ipxSlr.- George 
students with a^^f?823 - 08 
In favor, with B-ahstentlons. 

Harry Oberfcld, the student 
who presented the motion, ex- 
plained the reason In calling for 
a referendum: "those who pay 
should have a say... We arc 
turning money over to UGEQ, 
an off-campus organization, and 
half of us don't know what UGEQ 
stands for... If we don't take 
this referendum we will be turn- 
ing over our rights to the dicta- 
tion of the elite." 

Frank Braylon, editor of the 
{•eorfian, opposed the . Idea of a 
referendum over membership In 
UGEQ saying "This should not 
be a question of Sir George's pre- 
sence within UGEQ." 

"Wc arc all working for the 
same cause — student auto- 
nomy," he continued, "are wc 
going to Isolate Sir George stu- 
denU from UGEQ?" 

Rather than discussing mem- 
bership, Brayton feels the stu- 
rirnts "should hold discussions

The motion, presented by Ml- 
c h a c 1 Vineberg (Law) and 
amended several times, said if 
"the Judicial Committee adjudges 
that It (the Dally) has acted in 
bad faith, the position i^^èf ; Editor- 
in-Chief be imnicdlatcly^dcciarcd 
vacant." > 

Vincbcrg's orginal motion said 
that dismissal of the whole Ma- 
naging Board should follow if 
the Judicial Committee found 
the article had "violated the ca- 
nons of morality and good taste." 

Daily Editor Peter Allnutt 
pointed out that last year the 
Judicial Committee decided the 
only grounds fqr dismissing the 
Editor-in-Chief was proof of bad 
faith, and not "bad taste", which 
is a matter open to personal in- 
terpretation. He also said Council 
could only fire the Editor, not 
the Managing Board, for only 
his appointment is ratified by 
' Council. 

Bob. Hajaly (Engineering) 
proposed the amendment which 
became the final form of the 
motion and passed. 

Bill Lenihan (Graduate Stu- 
dies) had previously proposed 
that the Judicial Committee re- 



commend penalty to the SC, 
rather than have Council decide 
on dismissal beforehand. He also 
said "the Administration _ has 
acted in bad faith and interfered 



COUNCIL ACTS 

Students' Council last 
night refused to send two 
voting delegates to the Se- 
nate Committee on Student 
Discipline. Council rejected 
Senate's invitation, implying 
a lack of recognition of ad- 
ministration jurisdiction In 
the matter. 

The SC also voted to re* 
place the current Code of 
Student Discipline by a 
University Code of Dlscip- 
line to be prepared by a 
commission of students and 
faculty.

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SDU octs 
at Waterloo 

WATERLOO (CUP) -A group 
of 26 University of Waterloo 
students yesterdoy protested 
recruitment for employment by 
companies selling war mat> 
erials to the US for possible 
use in Viet Nam. 

Students from the newly> 
formed Students for a Democra- 
tic University (SDU) and some 
professors started tlicir protest 
by inarching from the Arts 
Theater to the sixth floor of Arts 
Library, where the Dow Chem- 
ical Co. was scheduled to hold 
interviews. 

At first the protesters were 
going to demonstrate at the Lib- 
rary, but when campus police 
bIocl<ed the doors, the demonstra- 
tors milled around outside, hand- 
ing out pamphlets to those enter- 
ing. 

An anti* protest developed 
around 8:30 in the morning, when 
some students started heckling 
the demonstrators, and snowball- 
ing them. 

Soon, signs reading "We lilce 
Dow" and "Don't let a minority 
misrepresent our views" ap- 
peared in the counter-demonstra- 
tion. 

The main concern of the count- 
er-demonstrators was that the 
protest would hurt their chances 
for Jobs and hurt the university's 
lmage._^ 

M6svofUHi*counrer-dcmon8tra- 
tors were coop students. Under 
the co-op plan at Waterloo, stu- 
dents in science and engineering 
can spend one term in school 
and the other in industry. 

Leaflets passed out by the 
SDU named Litton Systems, Can- 
adian Marconi, Valcarticr Indus- 
tries, and United Aircraft of 
Canada as well as Dow Chcm- 

Most of the studcnts^t^thc 
University paid no attention to 
cither the demonstration or the 
counter-demonstration — they 
were too busy going to classes.

French expect communist government

Professor Henry W. Ehrmann, speaking at the opening of MCWA yesterday said, forty 
percent of the people of France expect a Communist Parly government in the near future, and 
that this prospect "does not disturb them." 



Ehrmann, professor of politi- 
cal science at Dartmouth College, 
said "Dc Gaulle's policy of 'rap- 
prochemcnt' with the Soviet 
Union has cleansed the party of 
suspicion .of being engaged in 
traitorous activities", and thus 
has made it more acceptable to 
the electorate. 

Speaking on "Parties, Groups, 
and Society in the Fifth Repub- 
lic", he said the centre of the 
political spectrum usually enga- 
ges in "fabulous exercises of 
tightrope walking" to avoid de- 
featingj^the^^goyernment. He said 
this «irefùl attitude is due to the 
fact that "the popular vote always 
goes to the national hero, not to 
the parties", even when the nat- 
ional hero openly violates the 
constitution, as Dc Gaulle did in 
the 1962 election. 

Ehrmann said, contrary to po- 
pular opinion interest groups are 
not "incredibly powerful" in 
France; rather they tend to re- 
place the parties, which are 
weaker, in presenting differing 
points of view to the public. 

He said "France will ' need a 
new party structure, for some 
kind of political integration of 
the French citizenry will be ne- 
cessary." • 



Ehrmann said the communist 
vote was a protest vote; he com- 
pared the American and French 

political scenes saying, "millions

upon millions of Americans ex- 
press dissent by staying home 
and not voting. Frenchmen 
don't do that; it is not in their 
temper." 

He also attributed the com- 
munist vote to the fact. that the 
party is cohesive and so provides 
a home for intellectuals and ac- 
tivists. Of the two percent of 
Frenchmen belonging to political 
parties, about half arc members 
af the Communist Party. 

Ehrmann emphasized that 
members of the French Parlia- 
ment act only in- accordance 
with "career, conscience, and 
constituency." 

Future topics at MCWA inclu- 
de "French Foreign Policy : an 
Overview and Analysis" by Stan- 
ley Hoffmann, full professor of 
government at Harvard; and a 
panel discussion with Gérard 
Pelletier and James Eayrs on 
"Relations between France, Ca- 
nada, and Quebec." Pelletier is 
parliamentary secretary to Ex- 
ternal Affairs Minister Martin; 
Eayrs is a professor at the Uni» 
versify of Toronto.

"This is a stunning victory for 
educational reform," he said. 

Since the September congress 
CUS field workers have been 
hammering at the theme of basic 
educational reform, which re- 
ceived the first priority after 
the Declaration of the Canadian 
Student.

The Students for a Democratic University has decided to 
change its tactics at the moment and continue Its campaign 
against the Administrotion by means other than a sit-in. 

Importont retreats have been made by the Administration - 
as a result of our actions : they have reduced their charges ; 
they have postponed the trial ; they have for the first time 
agreed to have open meetings; they have asked for student ' 
voting, members on the committee. While these changes in the 
Administration's position only go so far, these concessions were 
all forced by the bold actions of publishing the "obscene libel" 
paper, of organizing the open meeting and protest rally on 
Tuesday, and of organizing the sit-in in the Administration 
building on Tuesday and Wednesday. In addition, the; comsjdéira- 
blc student and faculty support for opposing the Alïmïnisira^ 
tion's threats that .SOU mobilized were crucial in Council's 
decision Wednesday night to urge postponement of the. trial 
pending referral of the i.ssue to a student committee.

SENATE STATEMENT 



The University Senate, at its meeting yesterday afternoon 
(Wednesday, November 8, 1967) decided to communicate, 
thrmgh the McGIll Daily, a number of matters arising from its 
discussions which it believes to be of particular concern to the 
student body; : ; Ci. 

THE SENATE COMMITTEE ON STUDENT DISCIPLINE 

The Code of Student Disciplinary Procedures was recom- 
mended by a Senate Committee that was set up in 19B3 to 
examine the disciplinary procedures of the University. Students 
were invited, on occasion, to participate in the deliberations 
of the Committee. The final report of the Committee, together 
with the Code,, were submitted by Senate to the Students' 
Council; with Invitation for comment. Approximately four 
months later (December 22, 1905) the Code was approved by 
Senate. Proclamation of the Code was deferred until September 
1966, pending tiie appointment of Deans of Students on the 
campus in Montreal and at Macdonald College. 

Implicit in the Code was the appointment, by Senate, of 
a Commijtce on Student Discipline as one of the instruments 
for its implementation. . Since membership on the Committee 
could not encompass 'all the disciplines in the University, wide 
Faculty rcpresentation^was sought and the thirteen members 
of the Committee do represent the widest irange of University 
experience and interest 

The Committee does not regard itself as a court of law, 
nor are students referred to it considered to be under prosccu- 
; tion and on trial. Every attempt Is made to conduct the inquiry 
as informally as possible, and in ati atmosphere that enables 
, student to present his views without any sense of prosecu- 
tion or pressure. 

Every university miist adopt procedures that are fair to 
"'"^SSîî' ""^ administratlon^in .dealing with, conflicU 
and^posslble infractions of ruIeS^ Tiie Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline is McGiirs way of providing fair procedures 
for the protection of the student as much as the University. 

The essential nature of the Committee can be altered by 
" H.'iS???*^'^'' demands for greater formality and the use of formal 
legal «processes. This change in the character of the woric of the 
Committee has arisen In inquiries now before the Committee, 
as a result of the request by one, or more, of the students 
concerned to be represented by legal counsel. Undoubtedly, 
the attendance of legal counsel will increase the complexity of 
the proceedings, but the Committee will endeavour to preserve 
the customary approach to its task. 

STUDENT MEMBERSHIP ON DISCIPLINE COMMITT EE 

The Senate has decided to invite Students' Council to 
appoint two students as members of the Senate Committee on 
.^S tocle nt Discipline now to sit on the present case. They will act 
^^^as?f ull members of the Committee equal In every respect to 
the existing twelve members of the Committee and will remain 
as members until the termination of all proceedings in that case. 

When the code of procedure on student discipline was 
adopted by Senate after consultation with the Students' Council 
over a year ago, the question of membership on the Committee 
on Student Discipline was considered but put over until expe- 
rience would suggest the proper course to take in view of the 
earlier experience with students on the Committee of Student 
Affairs when it had disciplinary powers. It is very likely that 
froni 'now on, in similar cases involving broad problems of 
university policy affecting codes of behaviour, students will 
always be invited to be members of the Senate Committee on 
Student Discipline. ' • ' 

OPEN MEETINGS 



Student discipline problems are usually matters which the 
student himself for obvious reasons desires not to publicize. 



It is traditional in all universities that breaches of university 
^ regulations either of a minor or serious nature are handled 
with the privacy that usually surrounds such proceedings. 

Senate, however, has now decided to ask the Committee 
on Student Discipline to consider conducting the present case 
in public and witli the consent of the students concerned. 
Should this consent-be given, this procedure might suggest the 
desirability of holding such hearings in public whenever they 
do not involve personal and private matters but issues of prin- 
ciples and policy. Such questions, as theft, cheating, vandalism 
and behaviour caused by emotional disturbance very likely 
must continue to be heard and determined under rules of 
privacy for the protection of the student himself; but larger 
questions of standards and policy involving breaches of student 
discipline might well be held in public with general, benefit 
to the university community. 

UNIVERSITY GOVERNMENT 

Universities everywhere have been undergoing significant 
changes in many areas of their organization and particularly 
in their forms of administration. McGill has pioneered in the 
development of self-governing institutions for staff and the 
student body. The well-known Duff-Berdahl Report and the 
Parent Commission Report have accelerated the progress of 
university government reforms .throughout Canada and also 
at McGill. For almost two years, a Board of Governors-Senate 
Committee has discussed the reform of principles of university 
government applicable to McGlll. Its work has now been com- 
pleted and Its report will shortly be presented to the Board of 
Governors and the Senate and will then be discussed with staff 
and students; the Students' Council has already been repre- 
sented at sessions of the Committee.' The report will formalize 
many democratic practices already in operation in the Univer- 
sity, but not yet in the Statutes, but there also will be changes 
to bring the machinery of university government in line with 
the new pattern developing in modem universities. 

The student body of McGlll will, therefore, be interested to 
know that the report contemplates establishing not only new 
roles for student participation in university government but 
more particularly new institutions which will have the student 
participate with Governors, and Senate, In a common forum 
for the discussion of policy In the University. 

It is expected that these i;iecoimnendations will be discussed 
shortly by the Board of Governors and Senate, and that they 
will give McGill University one of the most progressive and 
advanced governmental structures of any Institution of higher 
learning in Canada. 

THE UNIVERSITY COMMUNITY — TRIPARTITE INQUIRY 

The increasing participation of students and staff in the 
processes of university government, and self-government, re- 
fleets. In fact, the development' of a new sense of community 
on the campus. Clearly, It is necessary to create a deeper 
understanding on the part of the entire university family as to 
their many relationships — teacher and student, administrator 
and undergraduate — an understanding that embraces research, 
teaching, social activities, indeed the whole of the environment 
that determines thp characterof a university. Such a conception 
envisages roles for every part of the university community to 
play — students, faculty and administrators. It is important, 
therefore, for all three — students, staff and administration — 
to Join together in a common- search for the new values that 
unite the university community in a common enterprise. The 
Board of Governors and Senate together with the SliidciUs' 
Council will be asked to appoint members to undertake a joint 
inquiry Into functions and values as McGlll moves into the next 
period of^demoçratlÇjjinlversity govcrnmenL

Roundabout is being present- 
ed at the Monument Nationale 
on The Main until Saturday. A 
major, inducement is the fact 
that tickets are free. The play 
may be more familiar to many 
as La Ronde, the title under 
which it was circulated as a Va> 
dim film, starring, among other 
bodies, Jane Fonda. 

For their fall exercise the 
National Theatre School at- 
tempted to revive Arthur 
Schnitzler's Roundabout. The 
play consists of a series of ta* 
bleauxj^dealing with sex in all 
its unifications. 

Janet Logan's sets were Im- 
aginative, colorful, and well- 
conceived; the impressionistic 
use of light on the backdrop 
showed a sophisticated techni- 
que which unfortunately was 
lacking in both the perform- 
ances and David Calderisi's 
direction. 

. Most of the humor and move* 
ment was sublimated into the 
choreographed scene changes, 
which although diverting, des- 
troyed the already loose con- 
struction of the play. Even con- 
tinuous application of mouth-to- 
■ mouth resuscitation failed to re- 
vive this offering. 

As is usual In National Thea- 
tre School productions, the 
general level of the acting was 
disappointing. However, enjoy- 
able moments were provided by 
Nicola Lipman as the Young 
Wife, and Peggy Levrfs in her 
roles as the Parlour Maid and 
the Little Miss. Both obviously 
understood the subtleties of 
their roles; Judith Hilderman 
as the Actress projected the re- 
quired self-assurance and ag- 
gressiveness. Patrick Carter was 
a suitably insecure Lothario, 
although his' mincing could 
have been more controlled; Ro- 
nald Ulrich as the Poet em- 




bodied the necessary dashing 
qualities. 

Though obviously trained, the 
rest of the cast failed to grasp 
the polished sophistication re- 
quired for this type of comedy, - 
although it must be said that 
the play itself was uninspired 
and repetitious.

Lost Sex 



Lost Stx is not, as its title 
may imply, a science • fiction or 
horror movie about creatures 
nurtured on molten lava. It Is, 
on the contrary, the very touch- 
ing story of a Japanese man 
who, through the Hiroshima 
blast, was rendered Impotent, 
and of a loving woman's at- 
tempt to return his virility; 

It Is .a deceivingly simple 
story, which could have been 
coherently put across In 
a much shorter space of time, 
but under Kancto Shindo's lov- 
ing brush stroke the sad facts, 
and the man's longing to be 
normal, are put across so 
inobtrusively as to touch with- 
out shocking. 

Compassion with Shindo's 
previous film Onlbaba is ine- 
vitable but somewhat unfair. 
Onibaba was a brilliant, high- 
keyed, tour dc' force. Lot» Sex 
is somewhat the opposite, being 
full of gentle understatement 
and having none of the usual 
Japanese propensity to shock. 
It is a more mature film, but 
lacks the virtuosity and unity 
of Onibaba, and judged over- 
all is a lesser film. 

Acting in both the lead roles 
is of very high calibre, and 
cannot be faulted. Several of 
the secondary roles are, howev- 
er. Irritating, less inherently so, 
than because of the fact that it 
is being judged by Western 
viewers. Although we are ac- 
customed to, and can accept

Japanese samurai ' bounding 
around, we find it unnatural 
to see them wealthy, civilized, 
and drinking coffee. I'his same 
false sense of . anachronism is 
also disturbing in several other 
scenes, such as when a modern 
bus purrs along the same paved 
road as an oxcart. 

Another fault of the film is 
that it plays down to its au- 
dience. In more instances than 
one, things which could have 
been successfully implied, are 
deliberately spelled out so as to 
leave very little to the imagi- 
nation. 

These flaws aside, the film is 
thoroughly enjoyable, and it 
succeeds in escaping the latent 
danger of ~ excessive scntimen- 
talism Into which its theme may 
be prone to lead. The standard 
of photography is very high 
approaching in instances that 
of Onibaba. One of many little 
touches which raise the film 
artistically above the norm is 
the use of a simple close-up 
of a drop of water as a spacer 
between two takes. 

It is. unfortunate that such 
a film is being shown at the 
Art Cinema, as this establish- 
ment charges $2 for a seat in 
its mal-proportioned 'theatre 
whose unraised seats make view- 
ing, to say the least, uncomfor- 
table. Still, one can't always 
have one's cake and eat it.

Private Eye. It is a sharp, out- 
rageous magazine, and if the 
editor's habit of substituting 
asterisks for. the vowels In four* 
letter words doesn't offend your 
morality, matey, you can tune 
in for about 25 cents a throw. 

Pn'tKite Eye's level of offen- 
siveness Is not quite high 
enough, to upset those who run 
for the Pepto-Bismal whenever 
they read The Realist, nor so 
low as to be embarrassingly 
meek. One of the latest issues 
carries an account of how Mar- 
shal "I Love HiUer" Ky atUins 
his life-long ambition — sole 
control of that most extrava- 
gant columbary of the Oriental 
elite, Maxim's of Saigon. 

Further on. Private Eye 
scoops the world press,- as it 
reveals that the famous British 
singing group, "The Turds", 



have postponed their six-day 
cycle race in the Himalayas 
with the Verlrlshi Lots! Moni 
Yogi Bear, the playboy Guru 
of the Western World, in order 
to film a "Look at* Life" five- 
minute featurctte on the Com* 
Ish Floral Dance. 

If you are not impressed, 
there is always "Mrs. Wilson's 
Diary", or the classified ads. 
Ah, the classified ads. Are you 
the consumer who Lloyd's Sur* 
gical Equipment Limited is try- 
ing to reach with 'Defergel', a 
mysterious potion which some 
husbands, who "because of an- 
xiety, cause their wives disap- 
pointment in the marital rela- 
tionship", can take to "success- 
fully surmount this shortcom- 
ing"?

To swindle other suck- 
ers even as you were swindled 
yourself, don't miss this chance.

The irresponsibility for pub- 
lishing Private Eye falls squar- 
ely on the shoulders of Press- 
dram Ltd. (the editors remain 
anonymous, at 22 Greek St., 
(Soho), London W. 1. For a 
fairly reasonable fee they will 
send you a copy of whatever 
they from time-to-time (usually 
weekly) produce. 

Oz, like Private Eye, Is pub- 
lished in London, but the two 
magazines are about as similar 
as the "Hashbury" is to Snow- 
don. The philosophy of OZ is . 
anti-cstablisbment, anti-censor- 
ship, pro-socialism, and it uses 
forms of presentation which 
bring it as close to total environ- 
ment as a "hot" medium can be. 

It ' is full of partial-image 
monocolour photographs, ang- 
led columns, op patterns over- 
laying articles, etc. Editors Ri- 
chard Neville and Paul Lawson 
publish articles on anything 
from authoritative, didactic art- 
icles on the practicalities of 
tripping out to a "Letter From 
A Greek Prison", a rather grim 
account of the current fate of 
political prisoners of the milit- 
ary junta in that unhappy land. 

Costing $4.40''(Canadiah) for 
twelve issues, OZ's address Is 
40 Anhalt Road, London, S.W. 
11. It is well worth the price, 
if only for the psychedelic col- 
oured wall hang-ups of which 
OZ is full.

Of course the^obviourtmswer to thé filmgoer 
would be Birth of a Nation, but those lines 
could easily have been taken from modem 
Southern newspapers. Birth of a Nation, the 
great work of D.W. Griffith, ("Greatest Film 
Ever Made," "The Most Important Film Ever 
Made," etc.) is a film about 'nigras'i It is not 
primarily a history lesson of the United States 
Civil War. Nor is it, as Griffith claims in his 
introduction, a work dedicated, to pacifiam.;^It 
is primarily a rustic tale of race Iw^S^d 
white paranoia.

After all, the movie was adapted from a 
contemporary novel glorifying the flower of 
Southern manhood — The Clansman. Further- 
more David Work Griffith was one 'of those 
Southerners raised on grits, Shakespeare, the , 
Bible, and contempt for the North. So much of 
hi» personality went into the film that it is not 
enough to say that it is a racist film or n 
Victorian film or a piece of sheer technique. 
Yet even though Birth of a Nation is today 
often considered naive and distasteful, it is a 
classic in the sense of a Haydn symphony or 
a Fielding novel. Fifty years later, directors 
nre creating movies using the same funda- 
mental Griffith tricks. 

The artist is not always in rebellion. And 
certainly Griffith was not cast in the shape 
of a Ca^us or decorated in the sophistication 

^S^uSm^^*^ probably true that he viewed 
him^^^M^as a businessman than as a pale, , 
His acting days wer^*^^ 
talnly more pole and strugRling than were his 
directing ones. In the last years of the Twenties, 
just before the Hollywood machine which he' 
created was about to push him Into obscurity, 



he realized one of his greatest ambitions — 
the formation of United Artists Pictures Cor- 
poration, a union of Charlie Chaplin, Mary 
Pickford, Douglas Fairbanks, and himself. 

The rude begimiings 

Fortunately, Griffith stumbled into movies 
throuRh whnt would today be considered by 
avant garde fllmakers as the back door — 
namely, through acting. The only films that 
existed at the time were either the fantasies 
of George Meliés, or the simple documentaries 
of Edwin S. Porter, the director of The Great 
Train Robbery (1906). It was the glorious ago 
of the late Victorian drama with Edwin Booth 
ns Hamlet and Sarah Bernhardt as Gertrude. 
Actors regarded teing seen on film" (or on the 
popular mutoscope, a penny animation machine) 
as a fate worse than death. The Great Tkvin 
• Robbery presented minor actors aiid action 
which called for no explanatory wordage, and 
all actors seen, full length and moving for the 
most part horizontally as on the stage. Birth 
of a Nation (1914) was the real split with this

The person who must receive equal credit 
in releasing the movies from their stage inhib- 
itions .was Griffith's cameraman, G.W. "Billy" 
Bitzer. Long after Birth of a Nation, he wrote, 
"The cameraman was the whole works at that 
time, responsible for about everything except 
the immediate handling of the actors. It was 
his say not only as ta whether the light was 
bright enough, but niakfr>up, angles, rapidity 
of gestures, etc besides Karing enough camera 
troubles of his own...

In the years from 1907 to 1914 Griffith's list 
of films reads like an inventory of dime novels. 
This is a list of films from 1909 alone :

The Honor of Thieves, January 11 
Love Finds n Way, January 11

At times the Biograph Company, Griffith's 
firm . which was in constant competition with 
Edison's studio, turned out three films in one 
day. Chaplin was to parody this assembly line 
technique in shooting with an uproarious short 
in which a rag doll supposed to be a baby is 
tossed around for s.even or eight takes. As for 
the themes of the early attempts, the titles 
should be self-explanatory. 

The Birth 

A film, regardless of whether or not It is a 
historical document, cannot help but convey the 
images popular at the time of its shooting. In 
almost every Marx Brothers feature we can 
feel the burden of the depression; In the Doris 
Day, Rock Hudson grinders of the 1950's wo 
discover the new materialism. Similarly;, iir Grif- 
fith's work wo must, laugh at the overiBearanco 
of Puritan ethics, although in at least one of 
the early shorts, The Musketeers of Vir Alley, 
the aUly plot yields to a fairly accurate docu- 
mentary of city squalor.

If the description given obove seems bur- 
dened with quotation marks it is only because 
the point of tolerance we have reached, mode- 
rate as it may be, demands a clinical isolation 
of distasteful words. The NAACP currently cir- 
culates a poster which reads : BLACK IST 
BEAUTIFUL — AND IT'S SO BEAUTIFUL 
TO BE. BLACK. Without doubt, any such ad- 
vertisement for black unity is not nearly as 
harmful to race relations as the type of sugar, 
coated euphemisms found in The Birth of a 
Nation. It is such recent portraits of the Negro 
at have made America pathologically sensi- 
tive to colour. The drama critic, Walter Kerr, 
has correctly noted that it will be a long time 
before the stage sees a Negro villain. The 
movies, especially, must watch where they tread, 
for they attract a mass audience. - 

In 1916 when Griffith's film was released and 
shown in Boston, the old capital of abolition, 
crowds stormed the Legislature to demand its 
withdrawal, but the visual impact of the film 
wos so great that it soon outweighed any moral 
outcry. 




Still, we should condition ourselves to be 
uncomfortable for a while, if only to transport 
ourselves back to those years; we read novels 
in part for their documentary effect. Why 
shouldn't we do the same with films 7 Even 
so, the skill that went into Birth of a Nation 
in terms of dramatic unity is enough to Justify 
its presentation. His later epic. Intolerance, 
elaborated on technique but was too sprawling 
to attract a steady audience. 

Bitzcr wrote In 1915 that "The Birth of a 
Nation changed D. W, Griffith's personality 
fntirciy. Where hcrctororc he was wont to refer 
in starting on a new picture to '.'grinding out 
anothiT sausage" .and go at it lightly, his at- 
titude in beginning on this one was all eager- 
ness. He acted like here we have something 
worthwhile . . . Personally I did not share the 
enthusiasm. I had read the book and figured 
out that a Negro chasing a white girl was just 
another sausage after all and how would you 
show it in the. South 7" 

From then on, however, the saga of the 
pioneer director reads like a rejected piece by 
a Hollywood screenwriter. He was on top during 
the Twenties but with the advent of the Talkies, 
the public began to scoff at the overdrawn 
gestures, the high style of acting. By 1947 he 
was living alone at the Hollywood Knicker- 
bocker Hotel, "forgotten by most of the world 
and withdrawn from human contact As one of

involved in one major racket : cxchang- 
ing dollars for piastres. There arc at 

least three known prices for the dol- 
lar: the official rate, the military rate 
which is over double, and the black 
market rate which is more than three 
times as much. There are always, as 
everyone knows, people who have access 
to several rates, and who make their 
fortune from clandestine currency deals. 

Many officials, even those of very 
high rank, play a large part in these 
rackets. In a regime which pays its offi- 
cials a derisory salary (a maximum of 
roughly Z40 a month) it is practically 
a foregone conclusion that they pay 
themselves out of government funds. 

"The mandarin also used to pay him- 
self, but over a lifetime," a Vietnamese 
told me, "a minister of Tonton Diem 
over ten years, a minister of today in 
a year !" Baksheesh is indispensable on 
all sorts of occasions, and is demanded 
especially from the Americans. Officials 
make a fortune. Customs officers buy a 
Mercedes. Colonels build themselves vil- 
las. 

Because embezzlement does not stop 
short at the South Vietnamese army, this 
is one of its maladies, in all ranks. The 
government soldi2r loots the villages 
during an operation. His superior officer 
serves two meals to his recruits, instead 
of the statutory three, and pockets the 
difference. Whensa general or colonel 
is perfectly honest — and many are — 
often his wife engages actively in racket- 
eering, like the one who had cement 
brought by military aircraft to build 
her villa. 

It must be noted — It Is Important — 
that not everyone suffers from inflation 
and economic upheaval, far from it. The 
Americans bring work to many poor 
people, and the rackets are profitable. 
In the slums there is sometimes more 
money than ever before : the father has 
been made a coolie for the Americans, 
the son a "shocshine" boy, and the 
daughter a prostitute. 

Those who suffer most are the honest 
officials (there are some) and the little 
msn on fixed incomes; especially teach- 
ers, intellectuals and students, when they 
are studying. Many are in a tragic posi- 
tion. The civil servant becomes a pcdi- 
cab driver after office hours. (I know 
of two such cases.) The professor drives 
a taxi in his- spare time. 

An ancient civilization is collapsing. 
The United States, which has come to 
defend order in this country, is itself 
making a powerful contribution to the 
general disorder. The state is corrupt, 
the family broken up, the social order 
disintegrating. 

"Confucian society had four classes," 
a Vietnamese told me. "The Mandarins 
were the most respected. Today a satiri-. 
cal verse, which is very popular, also 
lists four classes, in order of their power 
and the respect in which they are held: 
prostitutes, pcdicab drivers, the Chinese, 
and the generals." He added: "Nevc^ 
thelcss, this changes very quickly. Six 
months ago, the generals were on top."
